THE WEBSTER GRAND JURY 


RETURNS BILLS AGAINST WOOD, 
BARNABY AND KISSINGER. 


PAPERS FOUND ON DEAD MAN 


After the Fight At Providence Mine* 
Believed To Have Constituted 
the Evidence.

—The Webster county grand jury has 
returned indictments against James D. 
Wood, district president of th-? United 
Mine Workers of America: Christopher 
C. Barrmby. district vice president, and 
W. B. Kissinger, district organizer. The 
indictments charge them with being ac¬ 
cessories before the fact of u’ifilul mur¬ 
der. An effort was made to keep se¬ 
cret the action, of the gram! Jury, but 
thds much leaked out thin afternoon, 
and Is at presertt known only to a few 
people. The three men indicted are th- 
three leading officials connected with 
the union here. 

It war known for some time, and was 
first published in the Courier-Journal, 
that an effort vvou’.J be made to secure 
the fridiictmerit of the union leaders 
highest tn aufhortty. hut the action of 
the grand Jury* to-day In Indicting Bam- 
aby and Kissinger came as a surprise to 
the few who are acquainted with the 
action. The Indictment of President 
Wood and other officials has been talk¬ 
ed about hen* for some time, but it had 
not been Intimated that an effort was 
being matte to secure the indictment of 
Barnaby and Kissinger. 

• • • 

Evidence On Dead Mar.. 

The action of the Webster county 
grand Jury Is the result of an Investi¬ 
gation Into the facts connected with 
the attack made on the Providence 
mine oy rh*' union miners five weeks 
ago. One uninn and one nonvnkjn 
miner wore killed and several wounded 
during the encounter. On the person 
of Givens, the union miner killed, wore 
found several papers which the officials 
said at the time contained matters of 
a compromising nature.- One of the pa¬ 
pers contained the names of thirty or 
more men who were known to be union 
miners. Opposite the name of each man 
was the number and descr!ptl<m of 
weapon In t'be*ir possession. Other pa¬ 
pers were found <>n his person, but the 
authorities refused to make known 
what these papers contained. All these 
documents were submitted to the grand 
jury, und It Is now' believed that the In¬ 
dictments against rhe three leaders 
were secured an evidence found on Giv¬ 
ers’ body. 

It is said that neither Barnaby, Wood 
nor Kissinger will be allowed to give 
ball, but after their arrest wlU be con¬ 
fined In Jail until the next term of Cir¬ 
cuit Court, which It some months off. 
Mr. Barnaby was in Madisonvitle this 
evening when the news of the action of 
the grand Jury reached here. An effort 
was made to »eo him, but when rhe 
Courier-Journal representative visited 
his office this evening he found it 
closed. Mr Barnaby was seen later In 
the evening going to his boarding 
hotfc?e.

Lawyers Surprised. 

Neither Wood nor Kissinger, the oth¬ 
er two leaders Indicted, is In the city. 
Wood Is at his home in Central City, 
white Kissinger Is thought to he in the 
union camp at Nortonvllle. Neither of 
these men has been seen here since the 
warrants of arrest charging them with 
conspiring to Intimidate were Issued by 
Judge Hall, some three weeks ago. 

Messrs. Thomas and Jennings, coun¬ 
sel for the union miners, returned here 
from Dixon this evening. Neither knew 
anything of the action of the grand 
Jury apd they expressed great surprise 
when informed by the Courier-Journal 
correspondent that the three leaders 
had been Indicted. Mr. Thomas, who Is 
the senior counsel, refused to say any¬ 
thing for publication until he had 
learned more of the facts In th* case. 

William H. Y«wd. the chief counsel of 
the miners, is expected to arrive here 
early to-morrow morning.

Two Years For Couch. 

Jean Couch, a union miner, whs sen¬ 
tenced In the Webster Circuit Court to¬ 
day to two years’ imprisonment In the 
State penitentiary. Couch was Indicted 
with others by the last grand Jury* for 
shooting at several nonunion negroes 
brought here from the South to take 
the places of the strikers. These negroes 
were on their way to Providence to be 
put to work in the mines. When within 
a short distance of that place they were 
fired on from ambush and one man was 
wounded In the leg. Couch wa* cap¬ 
tured at the time by a coal company 
official, who accompanied the negroes. 
He has been In Jail ever sin^e the am¬ 
buscade. A brother of Couch was shot 
In the recent attack on the Slope mine 
at Providence, The condition of the 
wounded man Is such that he cannot 
possibly recover.

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TO PRESS VENEZUELAN SETTLEMENT 

GERMANY WILL SENO TROOPS ASHORE 


Emperor Orders the United States Informed That It 
Will Be Only Temporary—Venezuelan Press 
In Arrogant Spirit. 


Paris, Dec. 18.—(Special Cable.}— 

A dispatch from Berlin says Emperor 
William has become weary of the de¬ 
lays in the settlement of the trouble 
between Germany and Venezuela and 
has resolved to make a naval demon¬ 
stration In the waters of the latter 


country. In order to avoid offending 
America In regard to the Monroe doc¬ 
trine he has ordered the proper authori¬ 
ties to represent to the Washington 
Government that any landing of Ger¬ 
man troops In Venezuela will be purely 
a temporary affair. 


VENEZUELAN 0FFICIAL0RGAN DEFIES GERMANY. 


Willemstadt. Island of Curacao. Deo. 
18 .—La Repuhllca, the Venezuelan of¬ 
ficial organ at Caracas, published on 
editorial yesterday ending as follows: 

If the German Government is Informed 
that the presence of a few warship* will 
suffice to effect an arrangement of her 
outstanding claim*. It has been deceived. 
Venezuela Is conscious that she is an In¬ 
dependent nation, the equal of the other 
Powers, and she Is determined to defend 
that independence and equality, tfhe is 
desirous of peace; but if necessary she 
can cause hurt to her enemies, and ex¬ 


ercise terrible reprisals. Gen. Castro !s 
determimd on this. He will In no case 
suffer Venezuela to be humiliated or al¬ 
low her rights to be despised.

Austin. Tex.. Dec. 18.—[Special.]—It 
was stated here to-day by business as¬ 
sociates of former Gov. J. S. Hogg that 
the latter would leave New York for 
England In a few days to dose negotia¬ 
tions with British capitalists for the 
organization of & gigantic oil company 
which is to operate in the Beaumont 
fields. This British syndicate, in which 
Mr. Hugg will be a heavy stockholder, 
will have a capital stock of $2r>.000.000 to 
$50,000,000, and its purpose will be to 
acquire the holdings of a number of 
smaller independent oil producing con¬ 
cerns. build and operate pipe fines and 
establish a fleet of oil vessels to ply be¬ 
tween Port Arthur. Tex., and the Eu¬ 
ropean markets.

New York. Dec. 19.—tSpecla!.]—An 
Important deal has just been consum¬ 
mated whereby British capitalists have 
acquired a substantial Interest in the 
Texas oil fields and will ship large 
quantities to the European markets. 
The capitalists referred to are repre¬ 
sented by the Roche-Stuart syndicate, 
London. This syndicate has purchased 
the Hogg-Swayne property, on which 
about three-eighths of the producing 
wells at Beaumont are located. Tho 
purchase price Is said to have been in 

the neighborhood of $6,000,000.

Pipe Line To Port Arthur. 

The crude oil will be carried by pipe 
lino from the Texas fields to Port Ar¬ 
thur, a dlstunce of about twenty miles, 
wher it will be shipped by British tank 
steamers to various parts of Europe. 
Eleven steamers, representing a ton¬ 
nage of 20,000, varying In capacity from 
4X.000 barrels to 35.000 barrels, will be 
employed In the service. The first voy- 
i age Is scheduled to be made from Port 
j Arthur February 19, when a cargo of 
35.000 barrels of crude oil will be ex- 
I ported to Cette for Spanish refining pur¬ 
poses. Regular consignments will ah*» 
begin shortly after that date to Rouen 
and Havre. France, also to Mlddlesboro- 
on-Tees and London. 

It is said that the oil wifi be con¬ 
veyed across the Atlantic for thirty-five 
cents a barrel and show a reasonable 
profit, whereas between Texas and New 

York the existing rate Is forty cents.

To Erect Tanks and Refinery. 

The Roche-Stuart syndicate has Is¬ 
sued contracts for the construction of 
storage tanks of large capacity, pipe 
fines from the oil fields to Port Arthur 
and for the building of a refinery at 
that place costing nearly $300,000. In 
the Port Arthur refinery, which will be 
In operation by February 1 and wifi 
have a daily output of 6.000 barrels, 
solar oil will be turned out for London 
gas companies, who will utilize It for 
the purpose of enriching the qualities of 
their gas.

May Engage In Coastwise Trade. 

In addition to Its shipments of oil 
abroad, the British concern proposes to 
ask almost immediately fur a ruling 
from the Circuit Court In Washington 
to show cause why it cannot utilize a 
British »team tug to huul American 


barges with oil cargo from Port Arthur 
to Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York. 
Boston, etc. The syndicate is said to 
have already contracted with American 
shipbuilding concerns for the construc¬ 
tion of four barges—two of 15.000 bar¬ 
rels capacity each and the remainder 
capable of carrying 12.000 barrels of olL 
It proposes to utilize the British ocean¬ 
going steam tug Stormcock. which Is 
4.000-horse power. By these means the 
British syndicate anticipates transport¬ 
ing oil from Texas to the Eastern sea¬ 
board points before referred to at twen¬ 
ty-!! ve.cents a barrel.

New Jersey Corporation Will Have a 
Capital of $10,000,000.

MOB STORMS BIRMINGHAM TOWN HALL 
BECAUSE OF STRONG PRO-BOER SPEECH 


Mr. Lloyd-Oeorge, M. L\, Who Tried To Speuk. Sought 
Itefuse. and Finally Escaped Disguised 
As a Policeman. 


London, Dec. 18.—David Lloyd-Grorge. 
M P., In apeaklng in Birmingham 
town hull to-night precipitated a scene 
unprecedented In that city since the 
Aston Park riots. 

The majority of the audience were 
hostile to the speaker and were enraged 
by hi* pro-Boer and antl-Chambcrlaln 
utterances. They rushed the police cor- 
den guarding the platform. 

In the meanwhile the building was 
besieged from the outside by a mob of 
several thousand people who smashed 
window* and tried to force the doors 
which had been barricaded. They fusil¬ 
laded the audience with stones through 
the windows. 

The police reserves were turned out 
and succeeded In dispersing the mob 
after repeated charges, A number of 
persons were injured and the town hall 
wa* completely wrecked. Not a single 
window was left whole. 

The students of Birmingham Univer¬ 
sity, which was founded by the efforts 
of Mr. Chamberlain, held a meeting of 
protest to-day. and crowds were await¬ 
ing admission to the building long be¬ 
fore the doors of the town hall were 
opened.

SERVED WITH DISTINGUISHED 
BRAVERY IN THE CIVIL WAR. 


CAME TO KENTUCKY IN 1867. 


Bowling Green. Ky., Dec. 18 .—[Spe- 
cliLl ]—Gen. William F Perry, who was 
one of the few remaining Brigadier 
Generals of the Confederate army, died 
here to-day. The old soldier and edu¬ 
cator had been ill for more than a year, 
but hi* death was sudden and a sur¬ 
prise. He was on the streets last week, 
but contracted pneumonia, which quick¬ 
ly proved fatal. Only his wife and 
daughter were present when the end 
came. The funeral will take place to¬ 
morrow afternoon from the Main- 
Ktreet Baptist church, of which he whs 
a member The pall-bearer* will be ex- 
Co nfederate veterans, his school asso¬ 
ciates and members of his church. He 
leaver a widow and two daughters— 
MUses Willie and Nellie Perry, of this 
rtty—and h son. Prof. William Perry, 
an instructor at Centra! City. 

Gen. Perry* for years had been Identi¬ 
fied with Ogden College, this city. He 
was a prominent and most lovable man. 
He distinguished himself in the Con¬ 
federate army, and was on the firing 
fine when Gen. Lee surrendered at Ap¬ 
pomattox. Although In feeble health 
he wa* the commander of the Bowling 
Green Camp of Confederate Veterans, 
attended the reunion of Confederate 
Veterans in Louisville, and. notwith¬ 
standing his age and 111 health march¬ 
ed through the rain in the parade with 
the boys. 

The General’s widow was Miss Biown. 
a daughter of Judge Brow’n. of Ala¬ 
bama.

A Native of Georgia. 

Brig. Gen. Perry was born In Jack- 
son county. Ga.. March 12. 1823. and 
was educated in hla native State and in 
Alabama, where his parents settled In 
1833 After leaving high school he per¬ 
fected Ms education by careful and 
constant study. From 1848 to 1853 he 
was principal of a high senool at Talla¬ 
dega. and then studied law at Tuskegee 
under Judge Chilton. In 1854 he was 
admitted to practice In the courts of 
Alabama, and In the same year he 
was elected by the Legislature as the 
first Superintendent of Education for 
the State. He held this position until 
the fall of I860, when he resigned to 
take charge of the F»a—'t Alabama Col¬ 
lege at Tuskegee. He was this po¬ 
rtion when the Confederate disaster at 
Forts Henry and Donelsnn, in Febru¬ 
ary. i s6 ^ caused him to give up every 
other duty for what he considered the 
just cause of his imperiled country.

At Appomattox, so well were the dis¬ 
cipline and morale of the brigade pre¬ 
served that it was <>ne or the largest 
brigade* in the Army of Northern Vir¬ 
ginia paroled after the memorable 9th 
of April, 1865.

Returning to his Alabama home after 
the surrender, Gen. Perry engaged In 
planting until 1867. when he removed 
to Glendale, Hardin county, Ky. Going 
back to his favorite occupation, he took 
charge of a military college In thjft 
town, which he conducted with great 
ability and success. Later he was a 
professor at Ogden College, this city.

Dec. 18.—{Spe¬ 
cial.]— In tho case of the Blue Jacket 
Consolidated Copper Company against 
A. C. Scherr, Auditor, the Supreme 
Court to-day rendered a decision 
against the plaintiff and maintaining 
the constitutionality of the law. The 
plain'tlff attacked the present corpora¬ 
tion law. known ns the Dawson law. as 
being unconstitutional, on the ground 
that It abrogated the provision that 
taxation shall be "equal and uniform.”

Judgment of the Whitley Circuit 
Court In the Shotwell Murder 
Cases Is Affirmed. 


STATE LIBKABIAN’S REPOKT. 


Frankofrt. Ky.. Dec. 18.—(Special ]— 
The Court of Appeals, In an opinion 
handed down to-day by Chief Justice 
Pay n ter, holds that a telegraph 
company, being a common carrier of In¬ 
telligence and Information, cannot be 
the censor of public or private morals, 
and cannot be restrained from or pun¬ 
ished for furnishing Information^ per¬ 
sons operating pool-rooms regarding the 
result of races. 

This Important decision was remb-r- 
cd in two cases of the Commonwealth 
against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, appeuled from the Jefferson 
Chancery Court, nnd is an affirmance 
of the judgment of that court. 

The Western Union Company was In¬ 
dicted on two counts on the charge of 
unlawfully keeping and maintaining a 
common nuisance by furnishing to Ed-| 
ward Alvey and others at “The Kings¬ 
ton.” In Louisville. Information regard¬ 
ing races run at various places In the 
United States. On a trial of the cases 
In the lower court the trial Judge sus¬ 
tained a demurrer to the Indictments 
and dismissed them. The Common¬ 
wealth appealed to the court here to 
settle the question of law raised. 

The decision of the court here is under 
Section 1.346 of the Kentucky Statutes, 
which fixes a penalty against an officer 
of a telegraph company withholding the 
transmission or delivery of messages of 
intelligence for which the customary 
charges have been paid or tendered. 

The court, through Justice Paynter, 
tays: 

"If a person desire* to transmit a 
message over a telegraph line. If It is 
couched In decent language. It Is the 
duty of the company to receive and 
transmit It upon the tender or payment 
of the customary churges for such serv¬ 
ices. The very purpose of its creation 
i.« to sefve the public and it cannot re¬ 
fuse to do so without making itself 
liable for refusal. It has no more right 
to refuse to sqtid such a message than 
a railroad company has to refuse to 
carry a passenger who tenders or has 
his fare. 

“A rallmad company has a right to re¬ 
fuse a passenger who Is disorderly or 
whose conduct Imperils the lives of his 
fellow passengers or the officers or 
property of the company. A railroad 
company would have no right to refuse 
to carry persons becuuse fta officers 
were aware of the fact that they were 
going to visit the house of Alvey, and 
thus make It possible for Alvey and hta 
assorlales to conduct a gambling house. 
Common carriers are not censors of 
public and private morals. They cannot 
regulate the public and private conduct 
of those who ask servlet at their 
hands.”

Shotwell Trial Sustained. 

The court this morning, Judge DuRelle 
writing the opinion, affirmed a Judg¬ 
ment of tti* Whitley Circuit Court In 
the felony case of John and Charles 
Shotwell against the Commonw'ealth. 

The Shotwell* were participants In 
the Whlte-Shotwell feud fight at Corbin 
on January 16 last and were convicted 
of murder and each given a life sen¬ 
tence In the State penitentiary. The 
murder for which appellant* were giv¬ 
en prison sentence* was the killing of 
Sutton Farris and conspiracy to kill 
Holla White. The killing of Farris fol¬ 
lowed an attack on the Shotwell* by 
Holla White. In which Jas. Shotwell was 
killed. He was the father of the appe l¬ 
lants here and In avenging his death 
the home of Rolln White was blown up 
with dynamite and Farris killed. 

The appeal was brought on the ad¬ 
mission of alleged incompetent testi¬ 
mony. The court here holds that ap¬ 
pellants had a fair trial.

Judge Guffy writing 
the opinion, affirmed a judgment 
of the Nicholas Circuit Court 4n 
the case of Wm. Elchborn against the 
L. and N. Railroad Company. The ac¬ 
tion was brought by the ap|>ellant. a 
native of Texas, to recover for injuries 
sustained. The court below sustained a 
demurrer to the petition on the ground 
of Jurisdiction, and this Judgment Is 
sustained 

Judge Guffy handed down another 
opinion affirming a Judgment of the 
Daviess Circuit Court in the ca*e of H. 
H. Logsdon’s administrator against the 
Illinois Central Railroad Company The 
appellant sought to recover $2,0(H) for 
the loss of life of his intestate, who was 
run over and killed. The court below 
gave peremptory Instructions for the de¬ 
fendant.

Snow or rain is the weather prospect 
for to-day. If snow* falls It will be to 
the depth of several inches. If there 
Is rain It will be a decidedly heavy one. 

Such is the forecast made out by MaJ. 
Hersoy. It is based on the fact thAt In 
Colorado on Tuesday night, there was 
a rise of 54 degrees In temperature, 
white In Nebraska. Wyoming, South Da¬ 
kota and Oklahoma there was a rise of 
from 10 to 30 degrees. 

The area of low barometer and higher 
temperature was on its way eastward 
yesterday and Its effects are expected 
to make themselves felt In full here to¬ 
day. 

The advance notices of the change In 
conditions came yesterday afternoon 
and last night in a noticeable rise of 
temperature, followed by slight flurries 
of snow. It is not improbable that the 
therommeter will record a maximum to¬ 
day several points above freezing. The 
fact that areas of high barom¬ 
eter existed to the north and 
to the we*t of the low areas 
In the Central West yesterday, occa¬ 
sions the belief on the part of the people 
of the Weather Bureau station, that 
the rise In temperature here will not 
be of long duration and that another 
forty-eight hours may see the mercury 
again coquetting with zero. 

As It turned out. the cold weather 
predicted for yesterday morning fell 
short a few degrees, four degrees above 
zero being registered where It waa 
thought that as low as zero would be 
reached. The minimum was reached 
at 7:30 o'clock In the morning, and 
from that time until the same hour In 
the evening there was a rise of only 
eight degrees. 

About noon a sharp, cutting wind set 
in from the southwest, which made the 
day the most disagreeable of the- entire 
cold spell and caused those who were 
on the street to hold tight to their 
ears. 

The wind died down in the course of 
about 'two hours, and the general con¬ 
ditions of outdoor life Improved. 

After nightfall the weather became 
perceptibly warmer, and about 9 o'clock 
a light, powdery snow began to fall, 
covering the preceding fall for about 
an eighth of an inch. 

The average temperature for 'the day 
was eight degrees, or Just twenty-seven 
degrees below the normal. 


FREEZING TEMPERATURE 

Reported Almost As Far South As 
Tampa—Temporary Moderation.

MR. MARCONI’S LAWYER TALKS 


INVENTOR WILL GO TO NOVA 
SCOTIA SUNDAY. 


EDISON IS NOW A BELIEVER. 


New York. Dec. 18.—That William 
Marconi's wireless experiments In New¬ 
foundland cannot be stopped by the An¬ 
glo-American Telegraph Company, 
even by a resort to the courts. Is the 
assertion of Mr. Marconi's representa¬ 
tives here. They further state that he 
cannot he stopped even from trans¬ 
mitting commercial messages. They say 
the charter of the Anglo-American Com¬ 
pany, by which It claims monopoly of 
telegraphic communication between 
Newfoundland and other places, was ex¬ 
amined by counsel for the Marconi 
Company before an attempt was made 
to experiment In Newfoundland. They 
decided that the charter would not In¬ 
terfere with the sending of wireless mes¬ 
sages to and from Newfoundland even 
for the two years that the charter has 
yet to run. 

They declared In the first place that 
the charter monopoly would not oper¬ 
ate to estop scientific experiments; and, 
secondly, that, according to English de¬ 
cisions. such a grant would not operate 
to bar an invention that was unknown 


ny as disclosed by Its first letter. In its 
second letter this company offered to 
consider proposals from Marconi for a 
compromise. This led to the opening of 
the negotiations which are now in prog¬ 
ress In England between the Anglo- 
American and th* Marconi Company. 

Mr. Marconi thinks it strange that the 
Anglo-American Company In giving to 
the world what Is intended for a fair 
statement of Its position falls to refer to 
or explain Its first letter, which, he 
says, virtually amounted to an attempt 
to compel him to abandon all scientific 
research In Newfoundland. 

Other than those here srt forth, there 
are few developments in the situation 
to-day. The status of the London ne¬ 
gotiations is not known. Mr. Marconi 
has decided to leave here next Sunday. 
All of the neovppaper* condemn the 
Anglo-American Company, and some of 
their criticisms in the premises tire 
extremely severe, while all are very 
vigorous. Public feeling In this matter 
is now at its height. 

Gov. Boyle will give Mr. Marconi a 
lunch. The gueste w*ll! include the 
members nf the Newfoundland Cab¬ 
inet. the bank managers and the lead¬ 
ing merchants* of St. Johns, the local 
editors and the newspaper correspond¬ 
ents now here. He will be given a 
dinner by the City Club to-morrow 
night, when ail the prominent citizens 
of St. Johns will be present To-night 
Mr. Marconi is dining with Mr. Harvey, 
a Cabinet Minister and prominent mer¬ 
chant. and a number of influential citi¬ 
zens. 

INVENTOR IS IDLE. 

Waits For Settlement of Anglo-Amer¬ 
ican Company’s Protest. 

St. Johns. N. F.. Dec. 18.—Mr. Mar¬ 
coni is to-day aw*altlng a cable mes¬ 
sage from London announcing the re¬ 
sults of the negotiations between his 
agents and the Anglo-American Cable 
Company. The inventor fears the lat¬ 
ter will Insist that he must not en¬ 
gage in commercial business here until 
after the expiration of the company’s 
monopoly.

OLD HICKORY’S BIRTHPLACE 


IS CLOSE TO LINE OF NORTH AND 
SOUTH CAROLINA. 


TRADITIONS OF HIS YOUTH. 


6t. Louis, Dec. 18.—[Special.]—Tlie 
Hon. J. T. Gantt, Deputy Secretary of 
State of South Carolina, Is In communi¬ 
cation with officers of the World's Fair 
with reference to the representation of 
that State at the Exposition of 1903. It 
has been suggested that a reproduction 
of the cabin In which President Andrew 
Jackson was born would prove a very' 
Interesting feature. Referring to this 
suggestion, Mr. Gatut writes to Secre¬ 
tary Reeves, of the Committee on State 
and Territorial Exhibits, as follows: 

"I am informed by a gentleman who 
visited the birthplace of this rugged old 
hero several years ago that little now 
remains of the big cabin In which he 
apent his boyhood days but the chim¬ 
ney. It Is located in the Waxhaw 
neighborhood of Lancaster county, in 
this State, but so close to the line of 
Union county. North Carolina, that resi¬ 
dents of the latter State claim it to be 
across the line. 

"However, alt doubt that may have 
existed as to the nativity of Gen. Jack, 
son tvas removed, beyond question, 
when, In his famous nullification 
proclamation, he appealed to the fellow- 
citizens of his ‘native State,* and when 
In his will he directed that 'the large 
vase presented to me by the Ladles of 
Charleston. 3. C„ my native State, with 
the large picture representing the un¬ 
furling of the American banner, pre¬ 
sented to me by the citizens of South 
Carqllna. when It was refused to be ac¬ 
cepted by the United States Senate, I 
leave In truet to my son, A. Jackson. 
Jr., with directions that should our 
harpy country not be blessed with 
peace—an event not always to be ex¬ 
pected—he will, at the close of the war. 
or end of the conflict, present each of 
said articles of Inestimable value to that 
patriot, residing In the city or State 
from which they were presented, who 
shall be adjudged by hie countrymen 
the ladies to have been the most 
valiant in the defense of his country 
or our country'll rights."

Jackson’s Boyhood. 


"Left an orphan, without relatives, 
at the close of the war he entered the 
shop of Mr. White, a harness maker 
who lived In the Wax haws. After 
service of about eighteen months he re¬ 
moved to North Carolina, was ad¬ 
mitted to the bar, and began the bril¬ 
liant career which finally made him 
President of the United States. 

"A tradition handed down In Marl¬ 
boro county. In this State, wrhich I be¬ 
lieve has never be?n published, ascribes 
to two South Carolina friends of Jack- 
son much of the credit for the memor¬ 
able victory at New Orleans. Daniel 
and Hugh McColl. who lived where the 
town of McColl Is now located, and be¬ 
longed to a family of staunch patriots 
In the Revolution, were gunsmiths and 
famous rifle shots. Many of their ex¬ 
ploits with the old long rifle are still 
remembered among the residents of the 
locality. About 1810 the brothers re¬ 
moved to Tennesse*?, and, their repu¬ 
tation following them, upon the out¬ 
break of hostilities Joined Jackson's 
command. While awaiting the ap¬ 
proach of the British in the famous ac¬ 
tion of January 8, 1815, Jackson sent for 
the two brothers, and placing them in 
favorable'positions, directed that they 
unhorse the commanding officer of the 
enemy. After several fruitless attempts 
the tradition states that one of these 
brothers killed Packenham."

Committee’s Statement. 


Washington. Dec. 18.—Provision for a 
permanent civil government and for 
much Important legislation regarding 
the industrial development of the Phil¬ 
ippines Is embodied in the annual re¬ 
port of the Philippine Commission. 

It Is declared that the Federal party 
spread like wildfire throughout the ar¬ 
chipelago. and that there are few towns 
In any of the provinces which have 
not their Federal Committee. The mem¬ 
bers of the party were moat active and 
effective in Inducing Insurgent leaders 
to surrender. It Is declared by the com¬ 
mission that: 

Outside of the five provinces named 
(Batnngas. Cebu. Bohol. Samar and Min¬ 
doro), there la peace in the remainder 
of the archipelago. All Insurrertos have 
surrendered.and. In most of the provinces, 
except among the 1-ake Moros. It 1" 
entirely safe dump? the day for travelers 
unattended to go from one town to an¬ 
other in other provinces recent war con¬ 
ditions and suffering and. hardships from 
cuttle peats and locusts have developed 
Isdronlam. The people are friendly to the 
civil government and manifest no desire 
whatever for u continuance of the tvar, 
but only a desire for peace and protec¬ 
tion.

Filipinos’ Political Future. 


The following statement was given 
out at the conclusion of the executive 
session: 

"This committee shall be known as the J 
Industrial Department of the Madon&l 
Civic Federation. ^ , 

**The scope and province of this depart¬ 
ment shall be to do what may seam be*- 
to promote industrial peace, to be helpful 
in establishing rightful relations between 
employers and workers; by Its good offices 
to ervieaor to obviate and prevent strikes 
and locknuts; to aid in renewing industrial 
relations where a rupture has occurred. 

"That at all times representatives of em¬ 
ployers and workers, organized or unor¬ 
ganized. should confer for the adjustment 
of difference* or dispute* before an acute 
stage la reached and thus avoid or mini¬ 
mize the number of strikes or loekmits. 

"That mutual agreements ns to condi¬ 
tions under which labor shall be performed 
Should bo encouraged, and that whe n 
agreements are made the terms {horefor 
should be fa'thfuTly adhered to both. In 
letter and aplrlt. by both parties 

•This department, either as a whole 
or a subcommittee by it appointed, shall. 
wh*n requested, act as a forum to ad¬ 
just and decide upon quest.ons at .s- 
sus between workers and their employers, 
provided In It* opinion the subject Is one 
of sufficient Importance 

"This department will not consider ab¬ 
stract Industrial problems 

This department assumes no powsr 
m of arbitration unless surd powers he

pute. 

This department shaT* adopt a set 
of by-laws for its government."

The Committee on By-Laws will re¬ 
port a set of by-laws to the Executive 
Committee at a meeting to be held 
about the last week In January, the 
date to be fixed by the chairman. 


Referring to the political future of 
the Filipinos the report says the only 
possible method of Instructing the Fili¬ 
pino people In methods of free institu¬ 
tions and self-government is to make 
a government partly of Americans and 
partly of Filipinos, with ultimate con¬ 
trol In American hands for all time to 
come. 

The commission outlines a project 
which In brief comtemplates the con¬ 
tinuance for two years of the existing 
powers of the commission. Then a rep¬ 
resentative government 1* to be formed 
of a civil governor, a legislative coun¬ 
cil 8nd a popular assembly, the powers 
of the latter being closely limited so as 
to prevent It from choking the govern¬ 
ment In making the budget. In fits of 
passion or through Inexperience. The 
President of the United States would, 
of course, reserve absolute veto power. 
The Filipino# should also have the 
right to be represented before Congress 
and the Executive Government at 
Washington by two delegates. 

HARMONIOUS MEETING 

OF MISSOURI SYNODS. 


Each Body Names Twelve Trustees 
For Management of West¬ 
minster College. 


St. Louis. Dec. 18.—Unity of spirit In 
evangelistic work, as well as In educa¬ 
tional matters. 1s manifest In a marked 
degree at the Joint meeting of the Mis¬ 
souri Synods of the Presbyterian 
Church. North and South, now in ses¬ 
sion here. The announced purpose of the 
calling together of the two Synods was 
to appoint a Joint board of manage¬ 
ment for Westminster College, which 
heretofore has been under the manage¬ 
ment of the Southern body. 

Bach body appointed twelve trustees. 
Since Westminster College was former¬ 
ly managed entirely by the Presbyterian 
Church. South, the Synod of the other

DIRECT LINE 


From Indianapolis To 
Louisville Proposed. 


WANTS TO GET INTO THE STONE 
AND COAL FIELDS. 


THE PLANS RECOMMENDED. 


Indianapolis. Dec. 18 —W. H. MoDoel, 
president and general manager of the 
Monon. has recommended the building 
of the proposed line from this city to 
Louisville, and has hope that early next 
spring the work will be taken up and 
pressed to completion as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible. The original survey was to build 
a line out of Indlanajxdfs that would, 
somewhere In th© southern part of the 
State, connect with the Monon main 
line, and thus give Indianapolis another 
line to Louisville, and at the same time 
give the Monon another outlet from the 
great coal fields and stone quarries in 
Southern Indiana. 

Mr. MoDoel made a proposition to the 
Pennsylvania lines to use part of the 
Indianapolis and Vincennes for the new 
road. HIs plan Is to use the Indian¬ 
apolis and Vincennes from Indianapolis 
to Mooresvllle. and then build across the 
country through a field where there are 
few railroads and strike the main line 
at Quincy. From Quincy the plan is to 
build down on the west line of Greene 
county to Linton. From Linton the 
Monon can use the JUlnols Central to 
Swita City, and from Switz City use Us 
own road to Bedford. Bloomfield and 
other places. This would give the Mo¬ 
non a sort of loop around and through 
the coal and stone field*, and would 
open a territory to Indiaiiaj>olis that 
this city now finds trouble In reaching. 

Mr. McDoel says he does not know 
when the work will begin, because he 
is not sure that the Pennsylvania will 
allow the use of the Indianapolis and 
Vincennes to MooresvlUe, in which 
event It will take more money and time 
to build the road. Supt. Mansfield, of 
the Indianapolis and Vincennes, has 
taken the matter up with the officers of 
the Pennsylvania, and It Is understood 
that the deal with the Monon will be 
recommended by him. 


ANTI-TRUST MILL STARTS. 

Fully a Thousand People Wer# At 
New Steel Plant. 

Parkersburg, W. Va.. Dec. 18.—A 
thousand persons were present to-day 
at the formal starting of the half-mill- 
ion-dollar anti-trust steel plant of the 
Parkersburg Iron and Steel Co. The 
plant has ten stands of hot rolls, six 
stands of cold rolls and one bar mill.

Wednesday Evening, Dec. 18.—On n 
larger volume of trading there war* a de¬ 
cided improvement In speculative senti¬ 
ment to-day. and a substantial addition 
to market valuations. Tho market was 
largely under the Influence of Amalga¬ 
mated Copper, and when, after a sharp 
decline In the morning. It rose rapidly on 
short covering, the whole market sym¬ 
pathized and (Hotted active and firm. 
Southern Railway and L. and N. were 
exceptions, but their bonds were Arm and 
higher. Money was steady at 4H&5 P«r 
cent., closing at 4 bid and 4H asked. 
Sterling exchange was steady. Govern¬ 
ment bonds were Irregular, but railroad 
bonds were Arm: 

The grain markets all declined rather 
sharply after a firm opening. May wheat 
dosed at a net loss of %c, and corn lost 
while oats went down Wijf+tc in 
sympathy. Provisions closed lower. 

Cattle in Chicago were lOfel&c lower. 
Hogs were steady and 6c lower. Sheep 
were 10c lower and hogs lZ&'JSc down. 


If his workingmen would permit him. 
but they will not do so. Great Britain 
Is In the grasp of the labor unions, 
which are opposed to the use of ma¬ 
chinery and seek to reduce the output 
of Individual workingmen under the 
mistaken Wea thivt thereby more work 
and higher wages will be insured. They 
do not understand that law of econom¬ 
ics which always operates to the great¬ 
est good of the greatest number by a 
constant increase of production, and 
which, by specializing labor and using 
machinery, reduces the cost of articles 
both of necessity and luxury. Adam 
Smith realized this 150 years ago, when 
he pointed out In his “Wealth of Na¬ 
tions" that the British workman was 
no longer an all-round mechanic, but 
devoted himself to one part of the out¬ 
put. Fortunately the American working¬ 
man has been tpo far-seeing to put him¬ 
self in opposition to machinery, but con¬ 
stantly adapts himself to changed con¬ 
ditions. An Instance of this was shown 
at the meeting of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor at Scranton. Pa., this 
week, when a resolution aimed at the 
use of a certain machine was voted 
down on the statement that the work¬ 
ingman would not undertake to fight 
the spirit of modern Invention. 


American Manufacturing Triumphs. 

It Is one story after another of Amer¬ 
ican supremacy in manufacturing and 
coming supremacy in exports. Follow¬ 
ing the announcement of foreign orders 
for over 100 locomotives from our build¬ 
ers comes this incident In explanation: 
Sir Auckland Calvin, chairman of the 
Burmah Railway Company, told a meet¬ 
ing In London that twenty American lo- 
comotives had been bought, not only be¬ 
cause there was quick deltvery. but 
also because they were 20 per cent, 
cheaper than anything offered by Brit¬ 
ish manufacturers. He could have 
added with truth, but It would not 
have been politic, that they were also 
better engines, and he would have been 
corroborated by nil the other buyers 
of American locomotives In Egypt, In¬ 
dia, South Africa. Australia nd other 
British dependencies. Americans have 
surpassed all other nations In the cheap 
production of Iron and steel, and their 
astonishing ability as mechanics makes 
them excel in the manufacture and rale 
of machinery. Amcricunz are building 
the underground railways of London, 
and are Invading European markets 
with machinery, boots and shoes and 
many other kinds of manufactures. 
The high-priced but effective labor of 
the United States has proved more 
than a match for the cheap wages and 
the old-fashioned methods and union- 
ridden practices of <the foreign work- 
chops. 

The feature of production In which 
Americans most excel Is so plain It U 
art* nlahlng their example has not b~en 
followed. It Is the free use of ma¬ 
chinery. A British engineer who made 
a personal Inspection of the iron and 
Steel works of the United States read 
a paper before a meeting of Scottish 
tnglne^rs In Glasgow. In which he com- 
mettled upon this. He said the one 
thing that seemed strangest to him 
about American works was the small 
number of operatives they contained. 
Frequently a vast establishment would 
•eem almost deserted. The reason was 
the great use that was made of the 
latest and most approved mechanical 
appliances by means of which a few 
skilled workmen could turn out a very 
high rate of production. He found 
\ r American manufacturers willing at any 
time to spend money on Invent Ions .that 
promised to Increase the output or de¬ 
crease expenditures. One manufac¬ 
turer told him that his Arm stood 
ready at any time to put up 210,000 or 
more to develop a promising invention 
It Is not altogether the fault of the 
British manufacturer that he sticks to 
antiquated customs. He would be will¬ 
ing to Introduce labor-saving appliances 


Kentucky and the Exposition. 

The agitation of the question of an 
appropriation to provide suitable rep¬ 
resentation of Kentucky at the Louis¬ 
iana Purchase Exposition Is timely. 

The Legislature will be expected to 
make such an appropriation this win¬ 
ter. and It is none too early to take up 
the matter now and give It Intelligent 
preliminary consideration. 

There are many reasons why Ken¬ 
tucky should not lag behind other 
State# at this fair, the chief of which 
is that Kentucky should not lag behind 
other States In the march of develop¬ 
ment which her progressive sisters are 
making. Kentucky is potentially one of 
the greatest States in the Union, and It 
la time that the potential were being 
made the actual. It Is time that the 
State were taking the place before the 
world which nature Intended for her. 

Heretofore there has been little effort 
on the part of the State to take that 
place. What ha« been done for Ken¬ 
tucky has been done mainly by Indi¬ 
viduals and by the railroads. Indeed, 
the railroads alone have done far more 
to develop Kentucky than Kentucky 
has done herself. 

We must have a new spirit If we are 
to get out of the old tuts. The St. Louis 
Fair offers us an opportunity which we 
should not neglect. It Is going to be 
the biggest and best exposition the 
world has ever seen and Kentucky 
should have her share of the benefits 
that are sure to spring from It. Aside 
from the fact that Kentucky and Mis¬ 
souri are neighbors and that they are 
bound together by strong ties of blood 
and mutual Interests, there Is every 
consideration of a selfish character 
why Kentucky should make Missouri's 
big exposition largely her own. 

A prompt appropriation Should be 
made for this purpose, and it should 
not be a niggardly one. 

The Irrigation Project. 

In his message the President gave a 
qualified Indorsement of the Govern 
ment's undertaking the reclamation of 
the arid lands of the West by Irriga¬ 
tion. He thinks it ought to be kept 
free from excessive or reckless expendi¬ 
ture. But it will probably be very dif¬ 
ficult to do this. 

The New York Sun, In speaking of 
the magnitude of the probable demand 
upon the Treasury, says that “the Job 
Is capable of becoming a Frankenstein. 
It Is capable of starting a drain upon 
the Treasury' beside which a dozen river 
and harbor bids rolled Into one stu¬ 
pendous annual measure would be In 
significant; beside which the present 
pension expenditure of the Government 
would seem a bagatelle.** So great 
plan for spending money ought to be 
very' closely scrutinized before the first 
step is taken, for it Is the first step 
that costs. 

A bill now before Congress provides 
for turning all the money derived from 
the sale# of public lands Into the irri¬ 
gation fund. It is pressed upon the 
ground that It will throw part of the 
cost of the Irrigation upon the pur¬ 
chaser of the land reclaimed. The way 
that it proposes to do this Is somewhat 
novel If contemplated from a business 
standpoint. If needed. 210 an acre Is 
to be expended to reclaim arid land, 
after which It is to be sold for ir> an 
acre. Now. If the land when reclaimed 
will be worth only 25 an acre. It tg not 
worth reclaiming. If, on the other hand. 
It will be worth 210 of more, then the 
Government will br offering a bounty of 
at least 25 an acre to settlers to take 
the land. There does not appear to be 
any pubile interest to be subserved by 
expending money In this way. 

The last number of the Denver Times 
that has come to hand has an Incidental 
Reference to this project and the expec¬ 
tation* based upon It. It says that thou¬ 
sands of acres of Colorado land have 
produced larger net revenues than tens 
of thousands of acres In non Irrigated 
regions. Quoting a statement that one 
well-irrigated acre In Colorado Is as 
productive as four In Missouri, Iowa, 
Nebraska. Illinois or Indiana. It says 
the ratio seems too low. There arc 
thousands of acres In Colorado where 
ten to one would more nearly express 
the ratio, “and this Is not exceptional.** 
All this Is happening without national 
aid to Irrigation, but the Times Is by no 
means arguing against this. On the 
contrary. K goes on to say that It seems 
assured that the national system of Ir¬ 
rigation which President Roosevelt has 
eo convincingly commended now* seems 
assured beyond peradventurc, “as a re¬ 
sult of the general awakening of inter¬ 
est in the redemption of the miscalled 
arid regions of the West." When this 
system Is established the Denver pa¬ 


per predicts that Colorado will supply 
the greatest portion of the nation with 
sugar; It will afford to epicures a suf¬ 
ficiency of richest fruits and melons and 
potatoes, and it will support In comfort 
undreamed of half a century ago two 
or three or even four millions of ultra 
prosperous people, and this is as solid & 
fact 'as the old earth Itself.” As if to 
show, however, that Colorado needs no 
favors from the Government the Times 
says in the same article, though not In 
direct connection with the Irrigation 
project: 

The State also has what none of the 
Eastern Stales have—m.lllons of annual 
output from gold and silver and copper 
mines. It has further bed* of coal so 
enormous that those of all the rest of the 
country, Pennsylvania, Maryland and 
West V.rgmia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri and Iowa all together would not 
equal those of this 8iate. It has Iron 
and lead and zinc, marble and granite, 
hate and gypsum and numerous other re¬ 
sources—all that any other State has and 
more. too. And none of these have been 
more than barely scratched on the sur¬ 
face." 

One would think that a State endowed 
by nature with so great wealth ought 
to be able to get along without Gov¬ 
ernment aid In reclaiming its “miscalled 
arid lands." Taking the statement 
above quoted In connection with the 
bill before Congress we find that the 
Government Is invited to expend 210 
an acre In reclaiming lands that, when 
well irrigated, will produce ten times as 
much as the lands of Indiana and Illi¬ 
nois. and then sell them out for half 
the coat of reclamation. It would be a 
good deal cheaper for the Government 
to cede all the public land in Colorado 
to the Slate, and allow it to use its mag¬ 
nificent resources in providing homes 
for four millions of “ultra prosperous 
people,*' 

Back of this Irrigation project there is 
a gigantic scheme to commit the Gov¬ 
ernment to an immense scale of ex¬ 
penditure with the expectation that pri¬ 
vate persons will reap immense profits. 
A good deal Is likely to be said of help¬ 
ing the poor settler, but experience has 
shown that U is not always the poor 
settler that gets the benefit of these 
bounties. Rich men and great corpora¬ 
tions have found mi-ans to get the 
usufruct. It Is not poor settlers that 
get up organizations and maintain lob¬ 
bies to push bills before Congress. The 
Irrigation plan* have in them the pos¬ 
sibility of a gigantic job.

Of Two Wars Surrenders 
To Last Enemy. 


GEN. JAMES C. STONE’S DEATH. 


KENTUCKIAN BY BIRTH AND 
KANSAN BY ADOPTION. 


FATHER OF SAMUEL H. STONE. 


Former State Auditor Samuel H. 
Stone yesterday morning received a 
telegram from Leavenworth. Kan., an¬ 
nouncing the death of his father, Gen. 
James C. Stone. The telegram stated 
that Gen. Stone died yesterday morn¬ 
ing. but did not state the cause of hts 
death. It came as a surprise, as Col. 
Stone did not know that his father was 
critically ill. 

Gen. Stone was a native of Kentucky 
and for many years was one of Us most 
distinguished citizens. He was known 
throughout the State as a soldier and 
banker and was regarded by many peo¬ 
ple as the handsomest man In the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Gen. Stone was born In Richmond 
December 17, 1822. The day before his 
death was hla seventy-ninth birthday. 
He had the distinction of being the first 
graduate of Bethany College. This was 
in 1S41 and the college was then pre¬ 
sided over by Alexander Campbell, the 
celebrated theologian. He then prepared 
himself for the practice of law, and two 
years later he was graduated from the 
Philadelphia Law College. 

The year was an eventful one In Gen. 
Stone's life, for he was, during that 
time, elected Captain of the company 
of volunteers whioh left tMadlson coun¬ 
ty and served in Humphrey Marshall's 
reginumt during the Mexican War. The 
regiment participated In the engage¬ 
ment at Buena Vista. 

The young Captain returned to Ken¬ 
tucky In 1848 and shortly afterward 
married Miss Matilda Hanson, of Win¬ 
chester. She was & sister of Gen. Roger 
Hanson. 

Instead of practicing law Capt. Stone 
became a farmer in Madison county. He 
was successful and remained there for 
eight years. He then spent two years 
in Richmond as a member of the firm 
of Walker. Slone & Co., bankers. In 
1858 he moved to Leavenworth, Kan. He 
entered the banking firm of Clark & Co., 
and remained a member of the firm for 
many years. 

The Governor of Kamtas appointed 
him a member of the Peace Congreea 
which met in Washington at the be¬ 
ginning of the Civil War. He returned 
to Kanf&s when It became apparent 
that the mission would be fruitless and 
, was appointed Major General and Com¬ 
mander of the Militia of Kansas. He as¬ 
sisted in raising the first e.ght regi¬ 
ments which left Kaneas for the Civil 
War. 

He lived with his son, J. C. Stone, Jr., 
a prominent farmer and politician of 
Leavenworth, during the latter part of 
his life. His wife and two sons, J. C. 
Stone, Jr., and Col. Samuel H. Stone, 
president of the Stone Tobacco Ware¬ 
house Tobacco Company, survive, Geei. 
Stone was a cousin of Mrs. Kate Hay¬ 
den and Mrs. John G. Barrett, both of 
Louisville. Col. Stone left for Leaven¬ 
worth last night. Although the funeral 
arrangements have not been completed 
It Is probatde that the burial will be hi 
Leavenworth.

AN L. AND N. SITE SUGGESTED. 


MATTER OF STATE BUILDING AT 
WORLD'S FAIR TAKEN UP. 


ANNUAL BANQUET PROPOSED. 


Several Important matters came up 
for discussion at the regular weekly 
meeting of the directors of the Board 
of Trade. In Exchange Hall, at noon 
yesterday. 

By virtue of a resolution adopted at 
the last meeting of the directorate. 
President Taylor named the gentlemen 
who are to be members of the com¬ 
mittee or bureau which Is to have 
charge of the work of bringing to the 
attention of the War Department suit¬ 
able locations from which to choose one 
of the four great army posts which the 
Government desires to establish. 

The Board of Trade undertook the 
work of securing an army post at some 
point near the city of Louisville as soon 
aa Congress passed the bill providing 
for the reorganization of the army, and 
assuming that the area necessary for 
such a post would be like the lands at¬ 
tached to existing army posts, was pre 
pared to submit six or seven tracts of 
land immediately adjacent to the city. 
However, when the committee of the 
board, headed by Mr. Logan C. Mur¬ 
ray, recently waited upon the Secre¬ 
tary of War, they found for the first 
time that the so-called army posts 
would be great gathering places and 
schools of Instruction for the national 
guards or militia of the several States, 
as well as for the regular United States 
army troops, and that a larger area 
would be needed. 

The committee, although surprised by 
the demand, promised the Secretary of 
War that the Louisville Board of Trade 
would undertake the work of submit¬ 
ting suitable sites for such a post In 
the State of Kentucky. 

• • • 

The Committee of Seven, 


The directors approved the work of 
the committee, and in order to carry 
it out faithfully created, by resolution, 
a special bureau or committee to un¬ 
dertake the work. This bureau or com¬ 
mittee is to be composed of ^ogan C. 
Murray, chairman; Morris B. Belknap, 
C. C. Mengel. John B. Castleman. W. 
A. Kellond, Attilla Cox and John H. 
Brand. All communications from per¬ 
sons desiring to aid In securing a 
proper site for the army post, or o«*er- 
ing or calling attention to lands suit¬ 
able for such purpose should be sent 
to this committee, which will have 
headquarters In the Board of Trade 
building. 

• • • 

A Site On the L. and N. 


President Taylor announced that he 
had received & letter from certain gen¬ 
tlemen recommending as a suitable site 
for the proposed army post a large 
tract of land situated on the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad In the neigh¬ 
borhood of Colesburg and extending 
toward Salt River. The communica¬ 
tion was referred to the Army Post 
Bureau. 

• • • 

State Building At World’s Fair. 


The directors considered a communi¬ 
cation from the St. Louis World's Fair 
management asking the board to urge 
the Kentucky Legislature to make an 
appropriation of not less than $200,000 
with which to erect a Kentucky State 
building for an exhibit at the fair. The 
directors, considering the matter Im¬ 
portant. referred it for consideration 
to the Committee on Publtc Affairs for 
report and recommendation. 

• • • 

Wants Records In Typewriting. 


President Taylor announced the com¬ 
mittee to carry out the action of the 
board in urging the Clerk of 
the County Court to have the 
deeds, wills and other documents which 
are admitted to record In his office re¬ 
corded by typewriting Instead of long- 
hand writing as now. The committee 
named consists of Messrs. Lafon Allen, 
John C. Hughes and Theo. Ahrens. 
These gentlemen will confer with the 
County Clerk in a day or two. 

• • • 

Annual Banquet Talked Of. 


At the meeting President Taylor gave 
an account of the banquet given by the 
Boston Merchants' Association on its 
twenty-fifth anniversary last week, 
which he attended as a guest, repre¬ 
senting the Board of Trade. He told 
of the success of the event and the dis¬ 
tinguished statesmen and speakers 
present, atid suggested that the Board 
of Trade consider the propriety of In¬ 
augurating a similar banquet annually. 
He thought It would do good, not only 
in bringing the members together, but 
In bringing before them distinguished 
citizens from elsewhere. The proposi¬ 
tion seemed to meet with the unani¬ 
mous approval of the directors, and 
was referred to a special committee for 
further consideration. 

The American Credit Indemnity Com¬ 
pany, of New York.

ONE SAW POLICEMAN SHOOT. 


Arter two days' work, a Jury was se¬ 
cured yesterday to try George Hanlon 
©it the charge of murdering Corporal 
Fred Rlchterkesslng. The following Is 
the Jury:

The Jury was sworn by Deputy Clerk 
Warwick Miller and he read the Indict¬ 
ment, which charges Hanlon with the 
willful murder of Rlchterkesslng, 

Mr. J. K. Shrader made the opening 
statement for the Common wealth. He 
presented succinctly and with great 
clearness the prosecution's position. 

Mr. Merrlt O’Neal opened for the de¬ 
fense and he 8|»oke with marked adroit¬ 
ness and ability. The old question of 
doubt was well interwoven. The lack 
©f motive was threaded In and then 
came a promise to the Jury of surprises. 

The attorneys for the prosecution, 
w hen ask^d about the promised sur¬ 
prises. sa'.d that they were armed from 
head to fodt. 

The case, although going through a 
second threshing in Judge Barker’s 
ce urt, has lost none of its general In¬ 
terest, Judging from the crowds that 
have been In attendance during the 
pas: three days. 

Coroner H. M. McCullough was the 
first witness. He performed the au¬ 
topsy on the night of the murder. He 
found a bullet wound in the back of 
the neck, apparently from a 38-callber 
ball. The bullet had passed on and 


him and found Wingfield (a negro boy) 
at the alley. I grabbed him. He had 
no overcoat on. I asked who did the 
kllllog. He said; 'keep k-runnlng. Mr. 
Dan. He’s gone down the alley.' 

“I went through the alley to Fifth, 
but saw no one. 1 walked to Broadway 
and then to Sixth, where the Corporal's 
body was." 

McCaullffe said that when he first got 
to the body, he saw three men on the 
west side of the street and a woman 
standing near the synagogue steps.

On reaAsemhltng after dinner Police 
C'apt. J. P. Schneider took the stand 
and was examined by Mr. Huffaker. 
Rlchterkesslng w as under his command 
and. while a Corporal, performed the 
duties of a Lieutenant. He had four 
men under him Including Hanlon. He 
and his men reported at the station at 
<$ p in Hanlon's bent was from First 
to Sixth streets and from Broadway to 
Kentucky. He hod two posts—First 
street and Broadw'ay and Sixth and 
Kentucky streets. 

Capt. Schneider testified to hearing of 
the murder, and that he went to Sixth 
street and Broadway and found Rich* 
terkesslng's dead body near the south¬ 
east curbing. 

"On information I received, I said to 
some fellow-officers—'Let us hunt for 
Hanlon.' " 

This was excluded by the court 

"Soon after this. Col. Haager direct¬ 
ed that Hanlon's entire beat be 
searched for him." 

Capt. Schneider described the search 
through the beat and the failure to find 
or hear anything of Hanlon. The two 
shanties on his beat were searched. 

After learning of Hanlon's arrest. 
Capt. Schneider went to the Central 
police station and had a talk with Han¬ 
lon. 

"I asked him where he had been He 
replied that he had been on his beat. 
T inquired why he had missed his 8:30 
post, and he said that he had Just cut 
It out.

I said, 'we have a man who 
said you did-' 

" 'If I wanted to do any killing,' was 
his answer, ‘I would kill that little 
Chief.' " 

Capt. Schneider said that he exam¬ 
ined five cartridges which had been 
taken from Hanlon's revolver and one 
was brighter than the others. 

Patrolman Mike Barry, whose beat 
lapped Hanlon's, was examined by Ml*. 
Blitz and he testified that on the night 
of tlu murder at about 7:40 o'clock he 
saw Hanlon with Rlchterkesslng going 
north on the east side of Sixth street, 
between Broadway and York. 

1 continued southwardly and went 
into a tailor shop near Sixth and York. 
1 was there about ten minutes when 
some one opened the door and said a 
man had been killed at Sixth and 
Broadway. I went there and found 
Corpora! Rlchterkessing’s dead body. I 
found his pistol In his holHter. 

"I saw- nothing of Hanlon and I and 
Officer Kennealy went to First and 
Broadway, where Hanlon was to make 
his next post at 8:30. He did not make 
the post. We then went to Central sta¬ 
tion and afterward we took a car to 
Sixth and York. Just as I got off the 
car, I saw Hanlon on the southeast cor¬ 
ner and remarked It to Kcnnealy. 

"He came toward us and he said he 
wanted to make a report of the trou¬ 
ble. I told him that he was suspected 
of the murder and I wanted to see Ins 
pistol. He handed It to me and I found 
all chambers loaded. We then took 
him to Central station. I there exam¬ 
ined the cartridges and two were 
brighter than the others. 1 had a cold 
at the time and did not smell the bar¬ 
rel." 

Patrolman McCaullffe. who was on 

__ northwest corner of Sixth street 

and Broadwav when Hlchtcrkeasing 
wan killed, was examined by Mr Gold¬ 
smith and testified that the shot was 
fired at ten or twelve minutes of 8 
o'clock 

"I waa looking In n show window at 
the time. I turned round and saw an 
officer falling 1 ran across and found 
that Corporis! Ktchterkcsstng had been 
shot, I th*-ti s.tw n man with an V»v.-r- 
cout running out Sixth. 1 ran after 


ami the necessities of 60.000 people. The 
Supreme Court sustains the Chancellor, 
holding in effect that the number of 
persons committing the nuisance Is no 
defense; that the time limit does not 
affect Injunctions against nuisances, and 
that the Legislature itself has not the 
power to authorize a nuisance without 
Just compensation to the property 
owner. 

The decision intimates that every one 
along the creek has a right to use its 
unpolluted waters for domestic pur¬ 
poses. and the city of Birmingham is 
left without defense against-any num¬ 
ber of additional Injunctions and sulLa. 
The apparent result of the opinion is to 
compel the city to buy up the land along 
the creek.

RATHBUN'S ATTORNEYS MAY 
ASK FOR CHANGE OF VENUE. 


Claim the State Is Not Treating Them 
Or Their Client Properly. 


Mias Mamie Hayden, who. at the time 
of the killing, lived on the southeast 
corner of Sixth otreet and the alley, 
was the next witness. 

"My sister. Mrs. Barton, and I m re 
fitting In a room on the second .• »or. 
We heard a shot and went to a win¬ 
dow overlooking the alley. I at once 
saw a man In policeman's uniform, 
wearing a helmet, running south on the 
pavement between Broadway and the 
alley. He ran down the alley. In a 
few minutes, I saw another man in po¬ 
liceman's uniform stepping on the 
pavement near the alley. There were 
some boys with him." 

Mr. J. T. O'Neal called Miss Hay¬ 
den's attention to the fact that on the 
examining trial, she said nothing about 
seeing anything of a second policeman. 

Mrs. Pearl Barton, who was sitting 
in the same room with Miss Hayden, 
perfectly corroborated the latter. 

Hattie Basey, colored, testified that 
she was standing on the east side of 
Sixth street Immediately south of 
Broadway and saw two policemen on 
the southeast comer. One of them 
started across the street and the other 
turned to go south. 

"Then this officer turned back and 
shot the other and he ran out Sixth 
street south on the pavement." 

George Rehm. who has a shoe store 
at 608 West Chestnut street, testified 
that he was on his way home the night 
of April 1 

"When I got to the southwest comer 
of Sixth and Broadw'ay. I heard a shot 
from the southeast comer. 1 turned 
and looking In that direction, I saw* a 
policeman running south on Sixth 
street on the east pavement." 

Mollle Baker, colored, wax on the 
south side of Broadway and crossed 
from the southeast to the northwest 
corner. 

"I saw tw r o policemen on the south¬ 
east comer. After I crossed over. I 
heard a shot and 1 turned round and 
saw one policeman running out Sixth. 
I saw another policeman run from the 
northwest corner across. I went over 
and saw a dead policeman." 

Court adjourned at 4:45 p. m. until 
9 o'clock this morning. 

BIRMINGHAM MUST 

ABATE THE NUISANCE. 


Horace Dunbar, tvho, with Harry 
Filipps, will defend New'ell C. Rathbun, 
w'hoee trial for poisoning Charles Good¬ 
man is to be called In the Circuit 
Court In Jeffersonville to-day. Is un¬ 
easy about the position of the prosecu¬ 
tion. 

The accused Is anxious to go Into 
trial, but It is not so certain that the 
State Is ready. Prosecutor Mayfield Is 
sick. He Is suffering from an attack of 
pleurisy, and w*as in bed until noon yes¬ 
terday. Last night, however, he was 
better. To a reporter for this paper he 
said; 

"1 think 1 will be able to appear in 
court If all of our witnesses appear I 
think we will be ready." 

Mr. Dunbar made this statement: 

"1 am afraid the State La going to 
ask for a continuance. We are not bluff¬ 
ing. but have everything In shape to 
go right Into trial. The defense will 
have eight witnesses. I cannot say 
whether Rathbun will go on the stand. 

"I can say. however, that the prisoner 
is not being treated right. I appealed 
to Judge Marsh yesterday. I asked per¬ 
mission to have Rathbun shaved. The 
court said he 'did not know It was the 
usual custom to have prisoners shaved, 
but w'ould ae* Sheriff Rave about It.* 1 
sent two barbers to the Jail five times 
to-day, but admission was refused. 
Rathbun has not been proven guilty, 
and Is entitled to a shave that he may 
be presentable. We would be Justified 
In taking a change of venue by reason 
of this treatment.” 

The State's object In not permitting 
the prisoner to be shaved Is to have 
him took like he did on the night he 
lured Goodman to the Falls City Hotel 
on November 6. Then he wore a Van¬ 
dyke board. After tbi finding of Good¬ 
man's body Rathbun’a face was shaved 
clean.

If this bad 
been State property, or If It had be¬ 
long to abutting property owners, the 
Government could have had no right In 
the matter.

Expect To Boll In Wealth. 

"We have a proposition that cannot 
be beaten. We are on the high road to 
a fortune than which there Is none 
larger in the whole world, perhaps. We 
will oil be rolling In money. If we were 
going to seek a settlement with the 
owners, we would first make quit-claim 
deeds to the city or State to all the pub¬ 
lic lands along the lake fiont.

BOUNTY HAS BEEN REDUCED. 

Countervailing Duty On Sugar From 
Netherlands Is Lowered. 

Washington. Dec. 18.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has Issued a circular 
letter of instructions'to Collectors of 
Customs regarding the countervailing 
duty to be charged on sugar Imported 
Into the United States from the Nether¬ 
lands. during the year beginning Jan¬ 
uary 1? 1902, The Government of the 
Netherlands reduces Its bounty on 
sugar by about 100.000 florins annually, 
and the remainder of the bounty hav¬ 
ing to be distributed over on Increased 
production reduces the amount of the 
bounty paid on a pound during the 
year by nearly 10 per cent, in view of 
this fact the duty to be collected by 
our customs officers will be nearly 10 
per cent, less than lost year.

Washington. Dec. 18.—The Poat says: 

A few days ago Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts. Introduced a brief but 
important bill providing for the con¬ 
struction of an executive building. The 
text of the measure is as follows: 

Be It enacted, etc., That there be built 
on the land south of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment. in the city of Washington. District 
of Columbia, a building to be known as 
the Executive Building, comprising on the 
first floor a dining-room and reception 
rooms, and on the eecond floor offices for 
the use of the President and the executive 
clerks, such building to be constructed 
upon plans to be affected ami approved by 
the President; and the sum of $1,000,096. 
or so much t hereof as Is required. Is hero, 
by appfopriated for such a bu Ming out of 
any moneys In the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated for. 

Senator Lodge yesterday interestingly 
elaborated the Ideas Incorporated In the 
above bill. He wants the present White 
Mouse regained, on account of its histor¬ 
ical associations, and he believes that 
the space now assigned to the Sherman 
Htatue south of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, or, what might be better, the lot 
south of the State Department, should 
be selected for the purpose. 

• • • 

Necessity For the Building. 

"For many year#." said Senator Lodge, 
"there has been a general feeling that 
the White House was entirely inade¬ 
quate for the double u#e to which It Is 
now put. The President Is compelled to 
transact all his public business In a 
house intended merely for his residence. 
The result It that with the growth of 
the Government and the enormous In¬ 
crease of executive business half the 
White House Is now taken up with pub¬ 
lic offices. This straitens very much 
the number of rooms which can be 
used by the President's family and at 
the same time destroys all privacy in the 
house. Moreover, the apace devoted to 
the public business Is not only entirely 
Inadequate and very Inconvenient, but 
is entirely unsuitable for Its purpose. 
The President’s secretaries and clerka 
are crowded Into taro or three rooms 
Intended originally for bed chambers, 
and the Cabinet room la so small and 
so unsulted for Us purpose as to be 
really a discredit to the Government- 
There has been a great desire to remedy 
these obvious anomalies and Inconveni¬ 
ences, but all the plans hitherto sug¬ 
gested have Involved additions to or 
alterations In the White House. Con¬ 
gress objects, very wisely, to any change 
In the White House, and the result la 
that nothing has been done, although 
the need of action has been so crying

To them the prisoner confessed 
numerous facts, which have been of In¬ 
calculable value to the Commonwealth 
In unraveling the mystery. They also 
learned where Youtaey procured the 
rifle and steel bullets with which the 
murder was committed. Of All the men 
tried for the crime the strongest case 
was that made out against Youtsey. j 
Numerous persons who have been as- I 
soclated with the Commonwealth have 
‘Indorsed the claim of Armstrong and 
Harding, aud the Ix>ulsvll!e officers bi- 
Leve the money w ill bpaid to them. 


"It occurred to me." continued the 
Senator, "that the way to solve the 
problem was by the construction of a 
separate executive building, which 
should have two stories, the lower one 
devoted to rooms for state dinners and 
receptions, for wffilch the White House 
rooms have become entirely Insufficient, 
w'hlle the upper story should be ar¬ 
ranged for the Cabinet rooms and am¬ 
ple executive offices. The White House 
would then be simply the President’s 
private residence. For this purpose it 
Is ample and always will be. because it 
would be wholly out of keping with our 
system to build a great palace in Imi¬ 
tation of Europe for our Presidents to 
live In. The White House Is a dignified, 
pimple building, excellent In architect¬ 
ure and rich In historic associations. It 
never must be changed or given up to 
any other purpose. It will be always 
amply sufficient If used only for the 
President and his family The executive 
building, which should be handsome 
and in harmony with the White House 
architecture, must be placed near 
enough to the White House to admit 
of connection by An underground tun¬ 
nel. so that the President can go to hts 
office without going out of doors. 

• • • 

Two Sites Are Available. 

"My bill suggests the lot behind the 
Treasury where the pedestal for the 
Sherman statue now stands, but I think 
a much better place w*ould be the corre¬ 
sponding lot on the other side behind 
the State Department. This would 


bring the building on the edge of ths 
proposed park, would give It a good 
view and wide approaches from all di¬ 
rections. 

"I sincerely hope," concluded Senator 
I»dge. earnestly, "that Congress will 
take up this matter. I do not think It Is 
creditable to our Government to com¬ 
pel Presidents to transact business In* 
unsuitable rooms which were Intended 
purely for private purposes and where 
all who come to see him are obliged to 
wait either in a dark entry or in a small 
and crowded room Immediately adjoin¬ 
ing thAt of the Cabinet. 

"The need of new rooms for public en¬ 
tertainment Is as obvious as the need 
for new executive offices. The Presi¬ 
dent la compelled to have official din¬ 
ners which number eighty to a hundred 
guests. The old dining-room cannot 
hold more than fifty, and the Presidents 
are now* obliged to have their official 
dinners either in the hall of the White 
House or In the East room, which Are 
both unsulted for the purpose. For re¬ 
ceptions also the rooms of the White 
House are much too small. The crowds 
that come to these receptions are so 
great In these days that It Is almost 
Impossible to move about at all. In the 
new' executive building there could be 
a state dining-room and a series of re¬ 
ception-rooms which would be adequate 
and proper for the needs of the present 
day. In Justice both to the President 
and to the public who come to see him, 
either on business or pleasure, the pro¬ 
posed buil ding is urgently requir ed." - 

NO HANDSHAKING. 


CUSTOM ABANDONED BY PRESI¬ 
DENT ROOSEVELT. 


White Houae Grounds Have Also Be«a 
Made More Private. 


New York. Dec. 18.—A Washington, 
telegram to the Poat says: 

Every step taken toward throwing 
more efficient safeguards about the 
presidential office receives tokens of ap¬ 
proval from the solid citizenship of tho 
country. With three assassinations 
among the last seven elected President, 
no argument Is needed In behalf of sotxio 
White House exclusiveness, even where 
violence Is not thought of. 

The Delta Kappa Epsilon, college fra¬ 
ternity. Is holding Its annual convoca¬ 
tion here, with delegates from all parts 
of the country, numbering perhaps one 
hundred. Mr. Roooevelt Is said to be 
the first President upon whom this or¬ 
ganization has any claim, for he was a 
"Deke" at Harvard, and yet he la the 
first who has declined to receive the 
delegates. Secretary Long, also a Har¬ 
vard "Deke," has accepted an Invita¬ 
tion to the banquet which will take 
place Friday evening. Now. no one sup¬ 
poses for a moment that this action of 
the President's was designed to be dis¬ 
courteous; and the "Deke*." although 
personally disappointed, cannot ques¬ 
tion Us wisdom or do else than admire 
its courage. ' 

The old pump-handle reception has 
been abandoned; and. although this is 
accounted "bad politics," the common 
sense of the country will be gratified. 
Mr. Roosevelt has thus far drawn the 
line rfharply. He did not receive the 
reciprocity convention, although con¬ 
ferring with one of Its committees; he 
will not receive the delegates to the 
American Economic Association or the 
American Historical Association, both 
of which are to meet here during the 
holidays, and a considerable list of oth¬ 
er organizations will have the same ex¬ 
perience. Every President hitherto ha* 
received all reputable organization* 
which have met In this city, and In 
many Instances those which have met 
In Baltimore. The President's wife has 
In the same way received D. A. R. so¬ 
cieties, Mothers' Congresses, and tho 
like. Tho wffiole practice Is seneelcw; 
It looks w»ell In convention advertise¬ 
ments to mention a reception nt the 
White House, but It Is mfe to say that 
no occupant of that mansion ever m- 
Joyed this duty, and It Is one of the 
first maxims of politeness not to, cal! 
upon those who do not enjoy seeing 
you. 

Fresideyit Roosevelt has Also closed 
the gales to the grounds on the south 
of the White House, so that they can 
no longer be used as a thoroughfare by' 
people walking to or from the State, 
War. nnd Navy Department building. 
He considers that, with the entire north 
front of the White House open to t!r* 
public all the time, for seven dayo !n 
the week, and with the East room an l 
Its approaches open from 10 till 2 
o'clock each da>\ and with one-third of 
the second floor occupied by official 
business and callers, the President’s 
family Is entitled to the little privacy 
afforded by the grounds on the south¬ 
ern slope, toward the monument and 
the river.

True, the visit of 
the Pennsylvania crew to Ireland was attended by the fairest kind of treatment 
and courtesy, but the Henley affair, wherein the simple remark of an Ameri¬ 
can oarsman was misconstrued to such an extent that a prominent English oars¬ 
man made it necessary for the voting of the entry of foreign crews In the Hen- 
Icy regatta, has no doubt taken the edge from the otherwise keen heslre to com- 
' pete for foreign honor*. The Henley stewards acted In a manly and sportsman¬ 
like manner when they defeated the motion to exclude foreign crew's, and are 
©milled to all the praise In the w'orld for their fair-minded stand, and any crew 
that crossed the ocean would no douht bo accorded fair treatment.

Spalding and four magnates of the or- 
g(UilxiU4on. and he is ready nnd more than 
willing to do something which will harm 
the old body. He controls both of live 
baseUUI parks in Gotham. Manhattan field 
and the Polo Grounds. These are both 
under lease to him. and a* long as he 
pay* the rent he can hold them. Unless 
he can aeo a future In baseball for hlm- 
Holf he w,U not release the grounds to 
the National League, but he will ba more 
than willing to turn them over to the 
American League. 


May Transfer Either Club.

Chicago. Dec. 18 —Numerous bearish condi¬ 
tion*. abetted by liberal selling after a firm 
opening, brought a sharp slump In all grains 
to-day. May wheat closing %c down. May corn 
%tf%c lower and May oats %0%c lower Pro¬ 
visions closed 2%Q5c down. 

At the outset nearly every bit of news fa¬ 
vored an upturn In wheat. Cables were firm¬ 
er, receipts (both local and Northwestern) were 
very small, and promised to be smaller, becau** 
of hard railroading during the cold weather, 
and many shorts were buying. The trade wa* 
not large, but the general tone was one of 
buoyancy at the opening. May started a shade 
to %c up at 80c to 8O%08O%c and rapidly ad¬ 
vanced to 80%e. When the wheat bought early 
began to come out for profits there also devel¬ 
oped several bearish factors that at once sent 
prices backward. The seaboard reported no ex¬ 
port sales, and even Indicated that foreigners 
were reselling here Tho report of a disturbed 
state of affairs tn the Minneapolis flour market 
and' the consequent reselling of flour there by 
millers also troubled bulls. Outsiders were do¬ 
ing practically no buying and the holiday dull¬ 
ness prevailed agalnat the early advance. May 
wheat started on th* slide downward and 
touched 79%e. closing weak and %c lower at 
79%079V|c. Local receipts were only 14 cars— 
none of contract grade. Minneapolis and Du¬ 
luth reported 516 car*, making a total for the 
three points of 630. against 806 last w«rok and 
463 a year ago. Primary receipts were 773.776 
bushel*, compared with 716,000 last year. Sea¬ 
board clearances In wheat and flour equaled 
247.000 bushels. 

Com was active for a short time after the 
opening, commission houses taking a quantity 
of long property. The cable list and the stock 
shortage, by reason of the weather, had a 
helpful Influence that started an early firm¬ 
ness. But when wheat becan to slump com 
lost Its hold and followed- The cash situation 
was not good and the general Christmas dull¬ 
ness did tho rest to press prices down. May 
opened steady end sold up %c. but reacted and 
closed weak and %0%o lower at tki%c. Re¬ 
ceipts were only 37 cars 

Oat* were rather dependent on the other 
grains and were quiet. Th# Eastern demand 
and the cash situation were dull.

Mr. Gwathmey'* resignation w.»s cent 
in some weeks ago to take effect on 
January L It Is probable that he will 
consent to remain longer in order to 
give Mr. Edmlston the full benefit of his
